Pursuant to the authority given to me by Indiana Code 36-4-6-16, 
I am vetoing Bill No. S-88-04-05 (as amended), also known as 
Special Ordinance No. S-64-88, which ordinance was presented to 
me by the Clerk on May 11, 1988. 


As you know, this ordinance relates to the monetary fringe 
benefits to be paid to workers in the Water Pollution Control 
Maintenance Department effective January 1, 1988. 


A supplemental agreement had been reached on December 14, 1987, 
by the former Mayor with respect to the annual pay and monetary 
fringe benefits for those employees for the year 1988. 


While I have no problem with the basic wage rate agreed to in 
those prior negotiations, I do object to the use of the "me too" 
clause in this contract. At a time when we are looking for ways 
to control the city's expenditures, I feel that it is 
irresponsible for me to sign an ordinance approving a contract 
that contains such a "me too" clause. As Councilman GiaQuinta 
has pointed out in previous Council meetings, such "me too" 
clauses can have the effect of giving one union the benefit of 
certain non-monetary trade-offs made by another union. 


While Council apparently tried to address these concerns with its 
amendment, I have doubts as to the effectiveness and legality of 
that amendment. We have already received written communication 
from Teamsters Union No. 414 attempting to call into play the "me 
too" clause at this time.
